120  buildings  were  in  course  of  erection  during  the  year 
(47  of  which  were  commenced  in  1896),  54  of  which  are  still 
unfinished. 

POPULATION. 

There  were,  according  to  the  rate  books,  5606  completed 
houses  at  the  end  of  the  year.  At  the  end  of  1895  there  were 
5507.  Deducting  5  per  cent,  for  empty  houses  from  the  mean  of 
these  two  numbers  would  give  5279  as  the  number  of  occupied 
houses  in  the  middle  of  1896.  Taking  5-65  persons  to  each  occu¬ 
pied  house,  and  adding  290  for  the  Masonic  School,  would  give 
30,116  as  the  average  population  for  1896. 

BIRTHS. 

91 1  Births,  464  of  boys  and  447  of  girls,  were  registered 
during  the  year,  which  is  equal  to  a  rate  of  30-24  per  1000. 

There  were  884  births,  and  a  rate  of  30-31  per  1000  in  1895. 
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DEATHS. 


369  Deaths  were  registered  in  Wood  Green  during  the 
year:  6  occurred  in  the  Edmonton  Union  Infirmary;  3  in  the 
Tottenham  Hospital;  1  in  the  London  Hospital;  and  1  death, 
from  drowning,  of  a  lad  from  this  district,  was  registered  in 
Tottenham. 

The  total  number  of  deaths,  of  which  I  have  been  able  to 
obtain  information,  was  380,  which  is  equal  to  a  rate  of  12*62 
per  1000. 

In  1895  there  were  374  deaths  and  a  rate  of  12*82  per  1000. 

There  were  138  deaths  of  children  under  one  year ,  being  151 
deaths  to  every  1000  births,  against  148  in  1895. 

196  deaths  were  in  children  under  jive  years ,  or  6*50  per  1000 
of  the  general  population,  against  186  deaths  and  a  rate  of 
6*38  in  1895. 

There  were  49  deaths  from  various  forms  of  Tubercular 
Disease ,  29  of  which  were  from  Phthisis ,  against  37  in  1895. 

There  were  47  deaths  from  diseases  of  the  Respiratory  System , 
against  70  in  1895. 

9  deaths  were  from  Accident  or  Negligence,  against  11  in  1895. 

ZYMOTIC  DISEASES. 

The  number  of  deaths  from  the  various  forms  of  Specific 
Febrile  or  Zymotic  Disease  was  92,  which  is  equal  to  a  death- 
rate  of  3*05  per  1000,  against  97  deaths  and  a  rate  of  3*32 
in  1895. 

The  deaths  from  the  seven  chief  Zymotic  Diseases  of  the 
Registrar-General  (Small-pox,  Measles,  Scarlet  Fever,  Diphtheria, 
Whooping  Cough,  Fever,  and  Diarrhoea)  were  87,  which  is  equal 
to  a  rate  of  2;88  'per  1000,  against  88  deaths  and  a  rate  of  3*01 

in  1895. 
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SMALL-POX. 

One  case  of  Small-pox  occurred  in  a  lady  who  had  returned 
from  a  visit  to  Gloucester  a  few  days  before  her  illness  com¬ 
menced.  She  was  removed  to  the  Highgate  Hospital  ;  precau¬ 
tions  were  taken  as  to  disinfection  of  the  premises,  and  the 
re-vaccination  of  those  who  had  been  in  contact  with  the 
patient. 

SCARLET  FEVER. 

84  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  notified,  with  2  deaths, 
against  72  cases  and  1  death  in  1895. 

DIPHTHERIA. 

36  cases  of  Diphtheria  were  notified,  with  7  deaths,  against 
55  cases  and  11  deaths  in  1895.

There  were  29  cases  of  Typhoid  Fever,  with  8  deaths, 
against  20  cases  and  2  deaths  in  189s.

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Seven  of  these  cases  occurred  in  the  same  house,  in  the 
Lordship  Lane  end  of  Morley  Avenue,  under  the  following 
circumstances: — A  boy  of  n  years  was  notified  to  be  suffering 
from  Typhoid  on  the  29th  of  January,  attributed  to  the  offensive 
smells  from  the  Moselle  Brook.  As  no  facilities  existed  for 
nursing  the  case  at  home,  endeavours  were  made  to  get  the  boy 
admitted  to  the  Wood  Green  Cottage  Hospital  or  to  the  Totten¬ 
ham  Hospital,  without  success.  Between  the  20th  and  30th  of 
March  two  further  cases  occurred,  and  four  others  between  the 
10th  and  15th  of  April,  amongst  them  being  the  mother  of  the 
children.  The  mother  and  three  of  the  children  were  at  last 
admitted  to  the  London  Hospital.  The  first  case  ended  fatally 
in  March,  and  the  mother  died  in  the  London  Hospital  in 
April. 

Three  cases,  in  children  under  10,  occurred  in  the  same 
house  in  the  Grove,  Western  Road.  The  sanitary  condition  of 
these  premises  was  afterwards  found  to  be  defective. 


MEASLES. 

13  deaths  occurred  from  Measles,  which  was  prevalent 
during  the  first  few  months  of  the  year,  against  13  in  the  latter 
half  of  1895. 

DIARRHOEA. 

There  were  39  fatal  cases  of  Diarrhoea,  32  of  which  were  in 
children  under  one  year,  against  52  in  1895. 

There  were  2  cases  of  Puerperal  Fever ,  with  1  death. 

41  cases  of  Erysipelas  were  notified,  with  2  deaths,  against 
25  non-fatal  cases  in  1895. 

There  were  18  deaths  from  Whooping  Cough ,  against  8 
in  1895. 
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ISOLATION  HOSPITAL, 

The  provisional  agreement  between  the  Southgate  and 
Wood  Green  Councils,  for  the  purchase  of  land  for  the  purposes 
of  an  Isolation  Hospital  in  Tile  Kiln  Lane,  has  been  carried  out 
as  far  as  the  acquisition  of  the  land  is  concerned.  The  provision 
of  accommodation  is,  however,  as  far  as  1  can  learn,  as  far  off  as 
ever.  The  matter  is  one  of  such  urgent  public  importance  that  it 
becomes  almost  imperative  for  the  Council  to  consider  whether 
some  other  scheme  would  not  more  quickly  and  economically 
provide  for  the  needs  of  this  district. 


With  a  poor,  crowded,  and  continuously  increasing  popula¬ 
tion  there  is,  at  present,  no  place  to  which  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever 
and  Diphtheria  can  be  removed.  Cases  of  Typhoid  Fever  are 
occasionally  admitted  into  the  Tottenham,  Great  Northern,  and 
other  London  Hospitals,  and  the  district  in  general  is  under  con¬ 
siderable  obligation  to  the  authorities  of  these  Hospitals  for 
admitting  them.  There  are  occasions,  however,  in  which  even 
this  resource  is  not  open  to  us,  an  instance  of  which  I  gave  in 
referring  to  Typhoid  Fever  mortality. 


THE  COTTAGE  HOSPITAL. 

108  cases  were  treated  in  the  Cottage  Hospital,  with  6 
deaths,  all  inhabitants  of  the  district.  It  is  to  be  regretted  that 
the  present  governing  body  of  the  Hospital  have  decided  to 
refuse  all  cases  of  Typhoid  Fever  and  Diphtheria.  In  view  of 
the  present  position  of  hospital  accommodation  for  Wood  Green 
there  can  be  no  question  that  they  have  seriously  diminished  the 
possible  advantage  of  this  institution.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that 
further  consideration  of  the  needs  of  the  district  may  lead  to  a 
more  enlightened  decision. 
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HOUSE  TO  HOUSE  INSPECTION. 

Although  we  were  without  an  Assistant  Sanitary  Inspector 
for  nearly  two  months,  399  houses  have  been  inspected  during

Details  of  the  conditions  met  with  are  given  in  the  Sanitary 
Inspector’s  Report,  which  is  appended.  It  will  be  seen  that  the 
defects  which  have  been  remedied  are  both  numerous  and  im¬ 
portant. 

The  inspection  of  the  Laundries  and  Workshops  in  the 
district  has  been  completed  during  the  year,  and  a  Register  kept 
of  the  condition  of  the  premises. 

An  Ambulance  for  the  transport  of  infectious  cases  has 
been  ordered,  and  is  now  ready  for  delivery. 

The  subject  of  bye-laws  for  the  regulation  of  “  Houses  let 
in  lodgings  ”  has  been  under  consideration  by  the  Bye-Laws 
Committee  for  some  time.  The  sanitary  condition  of  these 
houses  is  always  liable  to  the  most  rapid  deterioration,  owing 
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partly  to  the  originally  inferior  structure  of  the  houses  them¬ 
selves,  and  partly  to  the  character  and  habits  of  the  tenants. 
The  bye-laws  would  tend  to  secure  a  more  rapid  detection  and 
removal  of  nuisances  injurious  to  health,  and  in  the  general 
direction  of  greater  cleanliness. 

With  the  exceptions  mentioned  in  the  Sanitary  Inspector’s 
Report,  referring  to  unlicensed  premises,  it  is  satisfactory  to  note 
that  no  case  calling  for  action  has  arisen  with  regard  to  the 
Slaughter  Houses  or  Bakeries  during  the  year.

On  the  28th  of  October,  and  again  on  the  25th  of  November, 
Mr.  Cook,  butcher,  55,  Commerce  Road,  was  found  slaughtering 
sheep  on  his  premises  which  were  not  licensed  by  the  Council. 

On  the  5th  and  19th  of  November,  Mr.  Howard,  Winkfield 
Road,  was  found  slaughtering  pigs  on  premises  in  Ellenborough 
Road  which  were  not  licensed  by  the  Council. 

The  Council  took  out  two  summonses  against  each  of  the 
above  named,  and  in  the  case  of  Mr.  Cook  the  Court  inflicted  a 
penalty  of  20/-  (and  costs)  on  the  second  summons;  and  in  the 
case  of  Mr.  Howard  the  Court  dismissed  the  summons,  on  the 
ground  “  That  they  were  not  satisfied  the  premises  were  habitually 
used  as  a  slaughter  house.”
